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Early  in  September  1930,  there  assembled  in  the  two  home  rooms, 
presided  over  by  Miss  Penny  and  Mrs.  Lawson,  a  group  of  eighty-one 
rather  non-descript  individuals  classed  as  freshmen.    Who  would  guess 
even  after  close  examination  of  those  eighty-one  faces,  that  back  of 
those  blank  expressions  lay  hidden  talents?    Not  long  after  the  open- 
ing of  school,  this  same  group  assembled  to  organize.    Mary  Henry  was 
elected  president. 

All  went  smoothly  that  first  year  until  nearly  the  end  of  school.

One  of  our  first  thoughts  as"  Juniors  was  Junior 
rings.    These  were  the  object  of  great  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  near- 
ly four  months.     Under  the  leadership  of  Billy  Hudson,  the  class 
president,  the  Juniors  conducted  several  meetings  to  select  and  order 
their  rings.

With  mingled  feelings  of  joy  and  regret  we  now  await  the  time  when 
re  shall  step  up  and  receive  our  diplomas--the  symbol  of  four  years  of 
high  school  life.
